Tuesday’s Target 
Date For One Of 3 
In U.S. Program 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
—The U. S. sp ace p rogram will 
thrust closer to that of the Soviet 
Union one morning next week 
when the first American astro­ 
naut is rocketed on a high arc 
ride into near sp ace. 
The National .Aeronautics and 
Sp ace Administration, announcing 
p lans for a limited man-in-sp ace 
shot, made official today what has 
been an op en secret here for 
days. 
The tall, white rocket and the 
sp ace cap sule atop it already are 
in p lace on the launch p ad. 
NASA said the launch—climax­ 
ing about 
2V2 years of Project 
Mercury p rep aration—will come 
about an hour after daybreak “in 
the next week or so.” 
From other sources, it was 
learned the shot is set for next 
Tuesday morning, if all goes well. 
That would be 20 days after So­ 
viet air force Maj. Yuri Gagarin 
became the first known man to 
orbit the earth. The Soviet Union 
claimed he did so in a five-ton 
ap ace craft. 
Next week’s U.

manned 
sp ace trip will not be as ambi­ 
tious. In the lingo of sp ace agen­ 
cy p eop le here, an orbital voyage 
by an American is "still do\\Ti 
the road.”

VIENTIANE. Laos (AP) - Two 
hundred

lahor force—deaths and retirements. 


Therefore, before 1970. the United .States 
wnll need to find work for 1.15 million more 
people than are employed now. even when 
employment is sati.sfactor>'. It isn't .satis­ 
factory now. There are 55 million u nem­ 
ployed, balanced 
against 55 million em­ 
ployed. bu t with an oddity abou t the ratio. 


Employment is rising satisfactorily, all 
things considered, being now at an all- 
time high. Bu t u nemployment shows 
no 
.signs of declining su bstantially. This means 
that many hu ndreds of thou sands of mi.i 
and women have no immediate prospect of 
going hack tn work and other hu ndreds nf 
thou sands have no pro.spect of employment 
at all—ever. 


THE .SF,( RFX\RV OF I.ABOR t a l k s 
earnestly at every' opportu nity abou t mak ­ 
ing people available for jobs by retrain­ 
ing programs, by relocating work ers and 
variou s manipu lations to prepare people for 
work . Ru t he. more than the ordmarv cit- 
iren who think s only part-time abou t the 
problem, mu st he aware of an acu te laik 
of ideas for mak ing new jobs. 


A m the recession recedes and pressu r« in- 
crea.ses for stepping u p the efficiency of pro­ 
du ction, there conceivably cou ld be even 
more u nemployment than there is now. 


There is a strange thing abou t au tomation 


in this re.spect. 
Kvery’body talk s abou t it as the bu gaboo 
liehind manpower 
displacement, 
bu t 
no 
one talk s abou t the fact that au tomation 
is a form nf job competition. 
Management au tomates to improve cf- 
ficiency. Management bu ys machines 
to 
displace manpower only when manpower 
costs exceed machine costs. 


I^lienever au tomation increa.ses so fa.st 
that di.splaced manpower cannot be relo­ 
cated it is a sign that manpower costs have 
risen so fast they have became a compell­ 
ing reason to au tomate. 


SEiRETARY 
(.iH.DBERf, 
u ndou btedly 
has thou ght of these things. He mu st be 
aware nf nu merou s examples of au toma­ 
tion as the answer to the problem of rising 
costs and spotty efficiency. Yet in his pu b­ 
lic statements he continu es to talk and 
write as if more jobs were going to spring 
into being as the children of millions of 
wishfu l thou ghts that this might be so. 
It is not going to be so. Excessively high 
labor co.sts will continu e to spu r manage­ 
ment to look for ways to increase efficiency 
by siihstitu ting machines for men. 
Unemployment will continu e to increase 
among those who now are its special vic­ 
tims—the u ntrained, the u nedu cated, 
the 
middle-aged, the eiderlv. Negroes, work ers 
in declining indu stries tik e coal mining and 
work ers in highly au tomated indu stries lik e 
au to manu factu ring. 
People lik e these can be relocated 
re­ 
trained and rehabilitated endlessly withou t 
adding a single job tn the job total. 
This is the problem of u nemployment in 
the 19HOs—not how to reshu ffle jobs bu t 
how to create 1.1.5 million new ones in the 
next Ifl years.

Afaybe it's u nfortu nate the ex- 
eru tives of tho.se electrical com­

licity.” There might even have 
been demonstrations in their be­ 
half and a demand for the aboli­ 
tion of the su bcommittee of the 
S e n a t e 
.Ju diciarv' 
Committee 
which is at present condu cting 
the hearings. 
For, basically, it might have 
been argu ed the electrical execu ­ 
tives exerci.sed only their right 
of freedom of assembly or free­ 
dom of association or freedom of 
speech, and merely got together 
tn indu lge in freedom of conver­ 
sation. 
It will be noled that the wit­ 
nesses from the electrical hu si- 
ne.ss who have testified thu s far 
before Sen. Kefau ver's commit­ 
tee didn’t 
tak e 
refu ge 
in 
the 
Fifth .Amendment. Nor did they 
condemn the committee for en­ 
gaging in 
"exposu re for expo­ 
su re’s .sak e," 
Not 
long 
ago the .American 
Civil I.iberties Union issu ed a fer­ 
vent 
statement, signed 
by 2.50 
college professors, denou ncing a 
rongressional committee for try­ 
ing to 
su bstitu te 
its 
investiga­ 
tions for trials and law enforce­ 
ment proceedings. The statement 
said: 
"Not 
only 
teachers, 
bu t 
all 
Americans, we insist, mu st be 
free from trial by pu blicity — 
from what Mr. Jii.stice Black has 
called 
‘exposu re, 
obloqu y 
and 
pu blic scorn.’ We wou ld be the 
first to concede that teachers 
have no greater rights than oth­ 
er citizens — ju st as they have 
no lesser rights.” 
Bu t, strangely enou gh, hardly 
a voire has since been lifted in 
.su pport nf the men in the elec­ 
trical bu siness who 
are being 
made the object of considerable 
pu blicity throu gh the Senate com­ 
mittee’s pu blic investigations.

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How To Create New Jobs 


Secretary of Labor Goldberg isn't missing 
a chance to voice his concern for unem ­ 
ployment in the United States 
His latest 
Statement is in the current Saturday E ve­ 
ning Post. 


In the next IO years, he points out. 25 
million new w orkers will be coming into 
the labor force, plus 2 million women who 
tem porarily bad left it. But there will be 
only 15.5 
million 
subtractions 
Com 
the 
labor force-—deaths and retirem ents. 


Therefore, before 1970, the United States 
will need to find work for 13.5 million m ore 
people than are employed now, even when 
employment is satisfactory'. It isn't satis­ 
factory now. There are 5 5 million unem ­ 
ployed, balanced 
against 
55 million 
em ­ 
ployed, but with an oddity about the ratio. 


Employm ent 
is rising satisfactorily, 
all 
things 
considered, being now 
at 
an 
all- 
tim e high. But unemployment 
shows 
no 
signs of declining substantially. This m eans 
that m any hundreds of thousands of men 
and women have no imm ediate prospect of 
going hack to work and other h u n d red s of 
thousands have no prospect of employment 
at all—ever. 


THE SECRETARY OE LABOR 
t a l k s 
earnestly at every opportunity about m ak­ 
ing people available for jobs bv retrain­ 
ing program s, by relocating workers and 
various m anipulations to prepare people for 
work. Rut he, more than the ordinary cit- 
iznn who thinks only part-tim e about the 
problem, must he aware of an acute lack 
of ideas for making new jobs. 


As the recession recedes and pressure in­ 
creases for stepping up the efficiency of pro­ 
duction. there conceivably could he even 
m ore unemployment than there is now.

risen so fast they have becam e a compell­ 
ing reason to autom ate. 


SECRETARY 
GOLDBERG 
undoubtedly 
bas thought of these things. Hp must be 
aw are of numerous exam ples of autom a­ 
tion as the answer to the problem of rising 
costs and spotty efficiency. Yet in his pub­ 
lic statem ents 
he continues to talk 
and 
write as if more jobs were going to spring 
into tieing as the children of millions of 
wishful thoughts that this might be so. 
It is not going to be so Excessively high 
labor costs will continue to spur m anage­ 
ment to look for ways to increase efficiency 
bv substituting m achines for men. 
Unemployment will continue to increase 
among those who now are its special vic­ 
tims—the untrained, the uneducated 
the 
middle-aged, the elderly, Negroes, workers 
in dec lining industries like coal mining and 
workers rn highly autom ated industries like 
auto m anufacturing. 
People like these can lie relocated 
re­ 
trained and rehabilitated endlessly without 
adding a single job to the job total. 
This is the problem of unemployment in 
the 
1950s—not how to reshuffle jobs hut 
how to create 13 5 million new ones in the 
next IO years.

of the executives replied: 
“ It had been so common and 
had gone on for so many years 
that we lost sight of th at.” 


The puhlic gets from this the 
impression that violations were 
always 
willful,

there is little doubt th at the fuz­

question has resulted in all sorts 
of individual interpretations as to 
where legality begins or ends. 


Thus, for exam ple, is any meel- 
ing between businessm en to dis­

illegal? lf so, m any a 
confer­ 
ence of the m an ag em en t of se\ 
eral competing com panies —- in­ 
duced 
by industrywide negotia 
lions with national labor unions 
— might possibly he construed 
as part of a conspiracy to fix 
sales prices. 


INCIDENTALLY Attorney (leu 
eral Robert F. Kennedy m ade a 
speech to the American Manage 
men! Association in which he is 
quoted as having said that the 
Departm ent of Justice 
is 
con 
cerned with collusion 
and con­ 
spiracy and not with prices a* 
such. He added: 


“ I can conceive of a number 
of different instances where you 
have 
identical 
pricing 
which 
wouldn’t be illegal or im proper " 


The 
surrounding 
factors 
are 
proper .subjects for exam ination 
by the Departm ent of Justice in 
each case because, as Chief Ju s­ 
tice W arren said in the Watkins

gressional committee has certain 
limitations. He wrote in hehalf 
of the m ajority of the court. 


“ Nor is the Congress 
a law 
enforcement 
or 
trial 
agency 
These are functions of the exam 
tive and judicial departm ents of 
government.” 


Unquestionably 
some 
indivi 
duals 
ami 
companies 
will 
gel 
some 
unfavorable publicity hut 
the underlying purpose of a con 
gressional committee is lo find 
out what happened so that new 
legislation or am endm ents to ex­ 
isting laws may be enacted. 


PAINFUL as it may he to the 
persons who are pilloried in pub­ 
lic, this is »he best wav Con­ 
gress can 
learn 
what 
happens 
when ambiguously phrased laws 
and 
even 
m o r e 
perplexing 
phrases of court decisions are 
proclaimed 
as 
the 
law of the 
land. 
Only by thorough inquiry can 
the facts of antitrust and m ono­ 
poly be fully exposed. Tile same 
holds true of laws affecting na 
tional security, subversion or in­ 
filtration. W hatever m istakes the 
electrical 
companies’ 
executives 
m ay 
have 
made, 
they 
d id n t 
question the right of the com m it­ 
tee to investigate and they cer­ 
tainly 
didn't 
take 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment or the First Amend­ 
ment. Or didt hey instigate col­ 
lege professors to dem and th# 
“ abolition” of the com m ittee Or 
did they encourage student dem ­ 
onstrations throughout the coun­ 
try. 
They just took it on the 
chin. 
What they did m ay turn out 
to be in the interest of a clarifi­ 
cation and perhaps strengthening 
of the anti trust laws, especially 
in the uncertain field of price 
fixing.

Council will consider legislation 
Monday night officially levy ing a 
special assessment of $4.9 7 a 
front foot on Beechwood proper- 
ty -owners as their share of the 
cost of a sanitary sewer install­ 
ed in 1959-60. 
As with all such assessing ordi­ 
nances, the residents will be giv­ 
en tlie option of pay ing the 
charges in cash within 30 day s or 
in five annual installments, plus 
interest, on the tax duplicate. 
Any assessments not paid in the 
30 day s automatically are certi­ 
fied to the co'anty auditor’s office 
at Lisbon for collection. 
The property -owners’ share of 
the work is $43,450. The overall 
cost was $47,822, but the city ab­ 
sorbed $4,372 as its share. 
Council also had expected to 
consider first enabling legislation 
for a sewer project on parts of 
N. Surrey Rd. and S. Surr^ Rd., 
Fisher Park, but new legal com­ 
plications have arisen that must 
be ironed out before the work' 
can proceed. About two dozen 
homes are involved. Most of the 
Fisher Park area was sewered 
in a project about six y ears ago. 
Solicitor J oseph W. C oop e r 
said when preliminary steps were 
taken for preparation of legisla­ 
tion, it was learned that sections 
of both N. Surrey and S. Surrey 
are undedicated. Since an undedi­ 
cated street actually is private 
property , the city cannot proceed 
with ttie sewer project until coun­ 
cil accepts a plat from the de­ 
veloper, R. E. Hoopes of Mt. Leb­ 
anon, or obtains an easement 
from him for installation of a 
public sewer. Cooper explained. 
N. Surrey and S. Surrey are 
adjoining streets which meet in 
a big “ loop” at the back end of 
the Fisher Park development. It 
is the sections of the two in the 
loop which are undedicated, Coo­ 
per said. 
Other parts of the streets were 
accepted as part of Hoopes’ plat 
of the third addition to the resi- 
dent’al area. In addition to sew­ 
ering of the sections of S. Sur­ 
rey and N. Suri-ey , the plan calls 
for installation of a line at the 
rear of some of the lots which 
front on S. Surrey .

Council will consider legislation 
Monday night officially levying a 
special 
assessment of $4.97 * 
front foot on Beechwood proper 
ty-owners as their share of the 
cost of a sanitary sewer install­ 
ed in 1959-60. 
As with all such assessing ordi­ 
nances, the residents will be giv­ 
en 
the option 
of 
paying the 
charges in cash within 30 days or 
in five annual installments, plus 
interest, on the tax duplicate. 
Any assessments not paid in the 
30 days automatically are certi­ 
fied to the county auditor’s office 
at Lisbon for collection. 
The property-owners’ share of 
the work is $43,450. The overall 
cost was $47,822, but the city ab­ 
sorbed $4,372 as its share. 
Council also had expected to 
consider first enabling legislation 
for a sewer project on parts of 
N. Surrey Rd. and S. Surrey Rd., 
Fisher Park, but new legal com­ 
plications have arisen that must 
be ironed out before the work 
can proceed. About two dozen 
homes are involved. Most of the 
Fisher Park area was sewered 
in a project about six years ago. 
Solicitor Joseph W. C o o p e r 
said when preliminary steps were 
taken for preparation of legisla­ 
tion, it was learned that sections 
of both N. Surrey and S. Surrey 
are undedicated. Since an undedi- 
ca M street actually is private 
property, the city cannot proceed 
with the sewer project until coun­ 
cil accepts a plat from the de­ 
veloper, R. E. Hoopes of Mt. Leb­ 
anon, or obtains an easement 
from him for installation of a 
public sewer, Cooper explained. 
N. Surrey and S. Surrey are 
adjoining streets which meet in 
big “loop” at the back end of 
the Fisher Park development. It 
is the sections of the two in the 
loop which are undedicated, Coo­ 
per said. 
Other parts of the streets were 
accepted as part of Hoopes’ plat 
of the third addition to the resi­ 
dential area. In addition to sew­ 
ering of the sections of S. Sur­ 
rey and N. Sun-ey, the plan calls 
for installation of a line at the 
rear of some of the lots which 
front on S. Surrey.

State Rep. Warren Bettis and 
State Rep. Clarence Wetzel of Co­ 
lumbiana County voted in favor 
of four bills in the House this 
week and against two.

It 
is the section s of the two in the 
loop which are un d ed icat^, Coo­ 
per said . 
Other parts of the streets were 
accepted as part of Hoopes’ plat 
of the third ad d ition to the resi­ 
d en tial area.

Council will consider legislation 
Monday night officially levying a 
special 
assessment of M.97 a 
front foot on Beechwood proper- 
ty-owners as their share of the 
cost of a sanitary sewer install­ 
ed in 1959-60. 
As with all such assessing ordi­ 
nances, the residents will be giv­ 
en the option of paying the 
charges in cash within 30 days or 
in five annual installments, plus 
interest, on the tax duplicate. 
Any assessments not paid in the 
30 days automatically are certi­ 
fied to the county auditor’s office 
at Lisbon for collection. 
The property-owners’ share of 
the work is $43,450. The overall 
cost was $47,822, but the city ab­ 
sorbed $4,372 as its share. 
Council also had expected to 
consider first enabling legislation 
for a sewer project on parts of 
N. Surrey Rd. and S. Surrey Rd., 
Fisher Park, but new legal com­ 
plications have arisen that must 
be ironed out before the work 
can proceed. About two dozen 
homes are involved. Most of the 
Fisher Park area was sewered 
in a project about six years ago. 
Solicitor Joseph W. C o o p e r 
said when preliminary steps were 
taken for preparation of legisla­ 
tion, it was learned that sections 
of both N. Surrey and S. Surrey 
are undedicated. Since an undedi­ 
cated street actually is private 
property, the city cannot proceed 
with the sewer project until coun­ 
cil accepts a plat from the de­ 
veloper, R. E. Hoopes of Mt. Leb­ 
anon, or obtains an easement 
from him for installation of a 
public sewer, Cooper explained. 
N. Surrey and S. Surrey are 
adjoining streets which meet in 
a big “loop” at the back end of 
the Fisher Park development. It 
is the sections of the two in the 
loop which are undedicated, Coo­ 
per said. 
Other parts of the streets were 
accepted as part of Hoopes’ plat 
of the third addition to the resi­ 
dential area. In addition to sew­ 
ering of tile sections of S. Sur­ 
rey and N. Surrey, the plan calls 
for installation of a line at the 
rear of some of the lots which 
front on S. Surrey.

The two Republican representa­ 
tives helped defeat a bill permit­ 
ting extension of work hour limits 
for women employes, and a l s o 
voted against a bill, which pass 
ed. to remove requirements that 
dairies date milk. 
The two Democrat s e n a t o r s 
helped defeat bills which would 
tighten regulations on school bus­ 
es and permit civil suits for van­ 
dalism for damages up to $100. 
They backed an approved meas­ 
ure which grants a witness be­ 
fore a public board the right to 
counsel.

Within only a few months after the adjournment of the Denver Convention, it was made known that the Executive Board 
had purchased two plots of land, had plans for a new building and had negotiated with an architect and building contractor for 
such proposed building. Is this adhering to the Constitution and Laws of our organization as said Board mem bers would have us 
to believe they adhered thereto? 


President Wheatley has said in Local Union meetings, and elsewhere, on a number of occasions in the last several years, 
that the normal revenues of the IBOP are insufficient to pay our normal running expenses. He further asserts that we are liv­ 
ing on the returns of our investments. He is here referring to an investment program that initiated in 1939 by the then Chief In­ 
ternational Executive of the IBOP. 


The fact is that the membership of our organization decreased twenty-five per cent from the 1953 Convention until the time 
that Wheatley began making the above assertions. If this is true, we are living on the investment-earnings and in the light of the 
above—as to decreased membership—then it is clear that we needed a new International Headquarters just about as much as 
we need a fifth wheel on our automobile. Twenty local unions of the IBOP. acting within their constitutional rights, duties and 
obligations, petitioned the Executive Board for a referendum so that the membership could determine this vital issue of whether 
or not there should be a new International Headquarters. 


Repeatedly, for one reason or another, the petitions of these Locals were rejected by the Executive Board. It was made 
plain to us that the Board intended to go on w’lth the erection of the building rn spite of the loss in membership, resulting in sub­ 
stantial loss of revenues, and, certainly, such a new building was not necessary, as present Headquarters is more than ample in 
every respect for the carrying on of business in the IBOp . 


We had no other recourse but to seek action in court in the continued effort to preserve the funds of the organization and 
safeguard the welfare and best interests of our members. We soon learned, after instituting proceedings in court, that the law 
requires, in such cases, that the complainants furnish a cash bond. In this instance we were thus faced with the problem of fur­ 
nishing a cash bond of between three and four hundred thousand dollars. This, of course, we were unable to do. We hoped and 
prayed that the case would be brought up for hearing soon, but the well-known problem of court proceedings in delay and time-con­ 
suming tactics held us at bay while the construction of the building was completed. We had nothing else to do but withdraw our case 
from court. Imagine our disgust when the FOTTERS HERALD carried the account of the court withdrawal and said such with­ 
drawal was vindication and approval in every respect of the Board’s action in this long-to be-remembercd violation of the letter 
and spirit of our International rules, by-laws and Constitution. 


Then we have the instance of the Executive Board’s having members eliminated from honorary membership without bene­ 
fit of their insurance. The Death Benefit feature of our organization was established through a law that provided for one per cent 
of the defense assessment paid by each m em ber to go into the death benefit fund. The ten-year membership, by paying dues and 
defense assessments, entitled beneficiary of a deceased member to five hundred dollars, lf a member left the trade for any reason 
whatsoever, he was entitled to honorary membership. Members with twenty - five years consecutive membership of payment of 
dues and assessments, on time, had benefit of free honorary membership with full death benefit of five hundred dollars. 


In the last convention that the IBOP held in Seattle. Washington, Wheatley and the Board Members told the delegates that 
the IBOP attorney had informed them that both of these honorary membership features were contrary to the insurance laws of 
the State of Ohio, and they were compelled to pass the resolution before them for taking this honorary membership from the 
elder members. Instantly, upon learning of this, we declared that this was a deliberate falsehood and that there was absolutely 
no conflict in this death benefit feature of ours and the laws of the State of Ohio. We, accordingly, went to Columbus, Ohio, and 
had a meeting with the Ohio State Departm ent of Insurance cf ficials. They knew nothing about it. To their knowledge, the ques­ 
tion of our plan being in violation of the laws of the State of Ohio had never arisen. No International official, no member or at­ 
torney for the Internationa! Executive Board had ever had any contact with the Ohio State Department of Insurance concerning 
legality of same. This was a deliberate falsehood, perpetrated by the Executive Board to deprive these honorary members of that 
for which they had paid and which they had a right to protect for the benefit of their dependents — discontinuing death benefits 
for members with paid honorary membership. These members eould have been active members from ten to twenty • four years, 
Paying dues and defense assessments, one per cent of their defense assessment payments going into the benefit fund. la other 
words, through the years they were actually engaged at their trade, with ten per cent of their one per cent assessments going 
into death benefit funds, they accumulated an unquestionable equity, which they had established during the few years they were 
in retirem ent and were paying honorary membership dues. Is this fair and decent to this membership? Are the International of­ 
ficials acting as true, loyal and earnest m em bers of labor in this cruel treatm ent of these honorary mem bers? 


S' 
Practically every International and National labor union in the United States has established special committees to examine 
the problems of their aged members, as to their personal and physical well-being. Our International officials seem determined in 
setting up a program genuinely detrimental to the well-being of our elder members, as revealed by the above set-forth happenings 
within our organization, which is due entirely to the leadership of our present officials. Wheatley has repeatedly said that the con­ 
tinuance of the aged members of the Brotherhood in death benefits would bankrupt the organization. This is absolutely an incor­ 
rect statem ent. It is brutally unfair to the elder members, who, by their courage, their foresight and their loyalty to the Union 
through years of their membership in the Potters Union, with payment of dues and assessments in the years past when they did 
not have laws protecting them in their rights to organize and bargain collectively with their employers, to deny them that for which 
they have paid—the five hundred dollar insurance benefit. These are the people who established tho Potters Union. They, and 
they alone, have an unquestioned claim to all of its assets an its benefits. On the other hand, are these International officials play­ 
ing fair with the membership? Are they managing its affairs prope rly? Are they fair in the dispensing of these hard-earned moneys 
of the members of the IBOP? 


As an instance, the Ohio State Liquor Department director, Richard C. Crouch, made public the cost of payment to Its de­ 
partmental personnel, who receive so-much per mile for use of their personal automobiles while in the performance of their liquor 
departmental employee duties that the State paid out 131,600 or thirty-seven per cent more by the so-much-pt-r-mile method than 
it cost the State in the first year with the State furnishing each employee with automobiles owned exclusively by the State. Just 
listen to this: the IBOP International officials are, each, receiving an amount per mile that is in excess of the amount the United 
States Government pays its employees when they are traveling on government business. In all instances, either private companies, 
State or Federal jobs, the amount per mile for travel expense is complete and enlire payment of traveling expense. For each and 
every additional IBOP International official who rides in their automobile, this allowance increases. In all such arrangements, 
whether State, Federal or private companies, the set amount per mile provides that the State Federal or private companies are 
paying for full passenger capacity of the car. The IBOP International officials have a set rate per mile, plus, each additional official 
riding with them collects tin’ full railroad or airway fare PLUS having the IBOP pay their automobile insurance. Is this adhering 
to the laws and Constitution of the IBOP?

Vice-President William Rail, received during one quarter—for organizational activity—111 OOO. What kind of activity in reality 
was the basis for this $11,000 expense? Honorary members must furnish an affidavit as to the honesty of their claims for hon­ 
orary membership. When only five hundred dollars, for which they have paid in defense assessments from their hard-earned wages 
have been paid into the organization, we ask why Rail was not required to sign an affidavit relative to this $11,000 expense ac­ 
count for a three-month period as an International officer.

Two hun­ 
dred and five times $250 is $51,250. Were the delegates in this and other conventions compelled to submit affidavits as lo their ex­ 
pense claims? 


As above set forth, members with twenty-five years consecutive membership with payment of dues and assessments are en­ 
titled to free honorary membership and full death benefits to beneficiary in case of their passing away. From the time this was 
made a law of the Potters International Union a member, when eligible, could avail himself of this feature.

Eddie Arcaro, wdnner of more Derbies (fiv e) than any 
jockey , has become so confused in recent y ears that he 
didn’t ev en ride in the ’6 0 Derby ; Ben and J immy J ones, 
the famed father-son training team which has won a rec­ 
ord eight Derbies, are so disheartened that they ’v e 
scratched their hoi-ses just before post time in the last two 
Derbies. J im Fitzsimmons, champion 8 5-y ear-old trainer, 
insists the Derby is the only race that ev er whipped him 
I know ex actly how they feel. I was the jockey on Ed 
Crump in the 19 15 Derby , and iny horse looked so good 
they had the v ictory party set up beforehand so as not to 
waste any tíme. I came in 10th. Two y ears later, I was on 
Green J ones, which figured to giv e the fav orite a battle. 
I had to battle to keep from running last, and finished be­ 
hind 11 horses. 


The only time I thought I actually might run la st-o r 
pretty close to it—was in 19 13. I was just a kid jockey 
wanting to ride in the Derby to show off in front of my 
friends. I was under contract to Tom Hay es, and 1 nagged 
him for three months to ride in the Derby . 
Finally , Mr. Hay es decided to start a big raw-boned colt 
named Donerail just to get me off his back. I was so ex ­ 
cited I had my red and green silks on fiv e houis before 
the race. We walked the 2^ miles from our bain to 
Churchill Downs, and right before we reached the track 
I asked Mr. Hay es if I could borrow money to bet. 
Money ! 
he shouted. “ Look, Fm not putting down a 
cent. You go for com bread in this race.” What he meant 
was try for third or fourth money . It sounded reasonable. 
Donerail hadn’t beaten many horses. 
People lined up to bet on Ten Point, a New York colt, 
with odds of $1.20 to 1. Donerail, my horse, was an out­ 
landish $9 1.45 to 1, After the race began, Donerail’s odds 
should hav e been $29 1.45 to 1. We nearly crashed mto the 
rail and eliminated ourselv es. 
I was running along in six th place while the fav orite was 
in front and apparently headed for v ictory . After we 
rounded the final turn—where jockey s cuss a nd scream at 
each other—I decidtx l to whack my hors€ a little. 
But I didn’t hav e to. Donerail started j>assing hoi-ses like 
he nev er had before (or did after), and v ^e were gaining 
so much ground I thought I was on the wrong horse. The 
jockey s had worn out Ten Point and other fav orites with 
their fancy maneuv ering and strategy . My horse wasn’t

Churchill Downs' horse-racing classic crosses up even the insiders— as 


By ROSCOE GOOSE as told lo Bill Surface 


■ Roscoe Goose who lives only a block from Churchill 
Downs, siie of inc K entucky Derby, in a veteran Thorough­ 
bred owner, trainer, and former jockey. He has seen the 
last 50 Derbies and knows more about the race s unpre­ 
dictability than anyone—he should, because he rode the 
longest long-shot winner in Derby history.

Why, jockeys and train­ 
ers can’t even come close 
to picking a winner! 
Eddie Arcaro, winner of more Derbies (five) than any 
jockey, has become so confused in recent years that he 
didn't even ride in the '60 Derby; Ben and Jimmy Jones, 
the famed father-son training team which has won a rec­ 
ord 
eight Derbies, are 
so disheartened that they’ve 
scratched their horses just before post time in the last two 
Derbies Jim Fitzsimmons, champion 85-year-old trainer, 
insists the Derby is the only race that ever whipped him. 
I know exactly how they feel. I was the jockey on Ed 
Crum p in the 1915 Derby, and my horse looked so good 
they had the victory party set up beforehand so as not to 
waste any time. I came in 10th. Two years later, I was on 
Green Jones, which figured to give the favorite a battle. 
I had to battle to keep from running last, and finished be­ 
hind l l horses. 
The only time I thought I actually might run last—or 
pretty close to it—was in 1913. I was just a kid jockey 
wanting to ride in the Derby to show off in front of my 
friends. I was under contract to Tom Hayes, and I nagged 
him for three months to ride in the Derby. 
Finally, Mr. Hayes decided to start a big raw-boned colt 
named Donerail just to get me off his back I was so ex­ 
cited I had my red and green silks on five hours before 
the race We walked the 2 4 miles from our bam to 
Churchill Downs, and right before we reached the track 
I asked Mr Hayes if I could borrow money to bet. 
‘Money!” he shouted. “Look. Im not putting down a 
cent. You go for com bread in thus race." What he meant 
was try for third or fourth money. It sounded reasonable. 
Donerail hadn't beaten many horses 
People lined up to bet on Ten Point, a New York colt, 
with odds of $1.20 to I. Donerail. my horse, was an out­ 
landish $91.45 to I After the race began. Done rail’s odds 
should have been $291.45 to L We nearly crashed into the 
rail and eliminated ourselves. 
I was running along in sixth place while the favorite was 
in front and apparently headed for victory. After we 
rounded the final turn—where jockeys cuss and scream at 
each other—I decided to whack my horst a little. 
But I didn t have to. Donerail started .passing horses like 
he never had before (or did after), and we were gaming 
so much ground I thought I was on the wrong horse The 
jockeys had worn out Ten Point and other favorites with 
their fancy m aneuvering and strategy. My horse wasn't 
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Jockey Roscoe Goose on Donerail (9 ) figured he'd have 


supposed to go anywhere, so he was the freshest horse in 
the race. 
We won by a half-length, {jetting a Derby record of 2:05 
for one-and-a-quarter miles. People gasped as they looked 
at the biggest payoff in Dei by history—$184 90 for $2 
The owner and I didn't have a nickel on Donerail. I did 
cam the jockey’s IO percent share of the $5,475 purse, but 
I had been so positive Donerail didn't have a chance that 
I had proposed that the winning jockey donate all his win­ 
nings for a party. The jockeys took it, too. 
N 
ow. I m o n l y o n e of thousands of “insiders" who have 
wound up as surprised at a Derby finish as the guy 
whose only interest in horses is at Derby time. And my 
loss was nothing compared to others. 
I used to ride for Col. Edward Bradley, a big horse 
ow ner who w as supposed to be an “expert's expert ” In 
1921, Bradley bet $10,000 at 100-1 odds on his Black Serv-

One year ago, the princess and the commoner joined their lives "for better or worse”— and already

M ARGAKfcT and Tony Armstrong Jones

vere coming out of a London theater the other 
night. Flash bulbs popped. The erstwhile photogra­ 
pher w’ho married into the British royal family 
turned his face aside, grasped his wife’s arm, and 
hurined her into their waiting Rolls-Royce. 
As the door slammed, the man who once pur­ 
sued the great and glamorous with his own camera 
was heard to mutter angrily to the Princess, “Why 
do they keep following us around?” 
Tony Armstrong Jones, of all people, is rapidly 
becoming the most camera-shy person in Br itain. 
Tlie man people thought might bring a new in­ 
formality to Court circles has a.'ssumed an aloofness 
that would make even Garbo seem chatty. 
A year ago, on the day the commoner marched 
down the aisle at Westminster Abbey beside his 
blue-blooded bride, a friend said to us, “It’s not 
going to be easy to look up to Mr. Jones, is it?” 
Everywher'e—in pubs, in clubs, over counters in 
shops, and over the teacups in fashionable Bel­ 
gravia drawing rooms—questions were being asked. 
Would young Ar-mstrong Jones (please. Tony 
asks, don’t hyphenate that name) flout Palace 
traditions? Would he introduce an unsuitable cir*cle 
of friends? Would he put Princess Margaret into 
tight Capri pants? Would he .somehow embarrass 
tlie Throne? 
But as the months passed, viewers-with-alarm 
began to see that Tony Armstrong Jones, far fmm 
flinging open the window's, has closed them tighter 
than even the Queen herself would di-eam of doing. 
More is known about the intimate side of Queen 
Elizabeth's private life—and knowm with approval 
thrxrugh normal Court sources—than is knowm of 
Tony’s working life. 
In February, after months of indecision during 
which there wer e rumors tliat Jones would become 
everything from a stockbroker to a theatrical pro­ 
ducer (he sought no rayal advice, received none), 
he finally look an unpaid job with Britain’s Coun­ 
cil of Industrial Design, a semipubiic body dedi­ 
cated to bringing greater beauty to everyday things. 
The announcement was a prim, buttoned-up 
affair: Mr. Jon^ would advise on visual aids and 
exhibitions, and would he associated with the 
Council’s educational prog»-am 
Since then, on Mr. Jones' own sti ict command, 
an iron curtain has clamped down. He slips in and 
ou.' of a side entrance to the Council’s offices and 


gi-eets all requests for information as though they 
were personal affronts. 
All this hush-hush is not in any sense the result 
of a ruling by the Queen. 'Hie Court itself is dis­ 
tressed about his astonishing unapproachability. 
An intimate in Princess Margaret’s household 
said to us. “Of course, we want him to talk openly 
about his work. After all, what is there to hide? 
Rut I’d hate to tell you the language he uses w'hen 
people try to convince him to be more forthright!” 


Life in a ^ la ss ticHise” 


Yet, before his marriage, Tony Armstrong Jones 
was known as a happy extrovei't. He used to call 
up his friends at midnight, invite tliem around to 
see some new photo prints he’d just made or to 
try a recipe he’d dreamed up. His new-found 
reticence must be torture. 
Unlike his royal in-laws, who have had years of 
training and w’ho, as Princess Margaret herself 
once put it. are “used to being stared at as though 
we were animals in a zoo,” Tony still hasn’t learned 
to accept constant ogling. 
Another problem is that Tony is continuously 
being analyz€?d as though he wer.« royal—but criti­ 
cized because he is not. 
Their home clearly reflects the built-in contra­ 
diction of a marriage which, even on the most in­ 
formal owasions, ^ h*s the wife always introduced 
as “Her Royal Highness the Princt^s Margaret” 
and her husband as plain “Mr. Jones.” 
Although they live in a genuinely royal build­ 
ing, Kensington Palace, they occupy only a tiny 
portion of a wing remote from the state apai*tments. 
Its drawing room is so tiny that the Princess’ 
beloved piano half fills it. Its dining room can ac­ 
commodate only 10 people, which debars enter­ 
taining on anything like a royal scale. 
The Princess -and this is .something royal ladies 
never do—must shai-e a bathroom with Tony. 
There is no private garden, and passers-by in 
the public park, Kensington Gaixiens. can watch

nth the late Sen. Richard Neuberger of Oregon.

‘ar, it was his amendment to the Mutual Security 
Act that obtained funds for the study that demonstrated 
the Corps' usefulness. It was his activity in the House 
and that of Sen. Hubert Humphrey (D.-Minn.) in the 
Senate which attracted the support of President Ken­ 
nedy. This is his story of how the Corps was born.

“Who uses it“^” I asked. We were passing 
lx*tween deserted, tangled fields 
He pointed at a barefooted Cambodian 
who was leading his water buffalo along 
the road’s shoulder. Except for our car and 
that man, the road was empty mile after 
mile. The question asked itself; 
How else might we have spent thal 
money to serve more people’’ 
A town in a remote valley gave me the 
answer. Four young Americans joined mt* 
at lunch and described their exciting work. 
They had been schoolteachers back home; 
now they were hurrying from one Cambo­ 
dian village to another, starting schools for 
p€‘ople who had suddenly gone mad for 
freedom and education. “So many villages 


want us,” they said, “and v.'e are so few.” 
From that day to this, I have sought 
a way to enlist the know-how and ener­ 
gies of our young people in a Peace Corps. 
College students are eager to help, as both 
President Kennedy and I have learned. 
But important questions emerge. Is the 
neev? genuine? Will young people be ac­ 
cepted by guest countries and given mean­ 
ingful tasks to perform? Do our modex’n 
youths have the fortitude and know-how 
required by primitive conditions? 
Several of us who believed in the Peace 
Corps turned to the experience of private 
organizations who have sent young Ameri­ 
cans overseas for years — the Mennonites, 
Friends,

groups, for instance. In New York City, I 
discovered 
Operation Crossroads

Inc., which has flown work-study groups of 
teen-agers to many African countries.

governor called on him. “I have come to rem ind you that 
we did not ask you to come here,” the official said. “A l­ 
ways rem em ber—wc did not invite you.” 
One month later, the governor returned. He had heard 
a rum or that this Yank, unlike those in the cities, neither 
received food packages from home nor shopped at the U.S. 
com mirsary in the capital. This was a new kind of 
American. 
“Can you eat with chopsticks, too?” the governor de­ 
m anded of the youth. 
“I’m learning.” 
The governor smileJ. “Then come home with me for 
dinner.” It was the beginning of a useful friendship.

HATEVER WE DO. we m ust Send out only those who are 
qualified to perform useful work. Dr. J. S. Noffsinger, 
who organized I VS eight years ago, told me, “We started 
by picking boys who had grown up on farms, so they would 
know how to use their hands. We picked graduates of 
agi icultural schools, so they would know a little more than 
the farm ers they had to teach. We still follow that policy.” 
“Has it w orked?” I asked. 
He told me of dozens of cases w here ingenuity and stub­ 
bornness have solved problems too complicated for native 
resources. His story of an am a’ ^ar well digger is typical. 
This American farm boy found that most of the families 
of his area were ill with dysentery. The trouble was traced 
to polluted wells.

He removed an axle from an abandoned truck, welded 
in eye to one end and a bit to the other. He built a derrick 
of three tree trunks and slung his “boring machine” aloft. 
Finally, he organized two tug-of-w ar team s and gave them 
a long rope, the middle of which he looped around his axle 
exactly as he had looped a string about a wooden auger 
when he built his fiist Boy Scout fire w ithout matches. 
The team s pulled the rope in turn, spinning the bit into 
the earth. He struck Iresh w ater at 90 feet. The govern­ 
m ent was so delighted that it made his method official. 
It also hired him, at the age of 24, to be a full proiessor 
at the national agricultural college.

of physical hardship, living under primitive conditions 
among the people of developing nations.” 
A term of enlistment will vary from two to three years. 
A volunteer will receive intensive training in the lan­ 
guage and culture of the country to which he will be as­ 
signed, as well as specialized training to increase his skills. 
His pay, beyond lodging, board, medical care, and insur­ 
ance, will be an allowance to meet his basic needs—approx­ 
imately that of a private in the U.S Army. 
He will not be excused from military service, although 
the IVS has found draft boards sympathetic to the prob­ 
lems of their volunteers. 
In its first year, tile Peace Corps will feel its way, recruit­ 
ing only 1,000 to 2,000 members, and observing their worji 
in the countries that have asked for them. Ten nations 
have already expressed an interest. 
Recruiting will be conducted through colleges and private 
organizations already in the field. Our first Corpsmen prob­ 
ably will go to Africa, Asia, and South America this fall. 
T 


he Corps' ultimate strength may rise to 10,000. It would 
be a mistake to turn it into a work-relief project 
with tens of thousands on its roils. This is not a job for a 
modem CCC; manual labor is plentiful abroad and our 
Corpsmen should never take away jobs from native citizens. 
Taxpayers will be interested in the fact that a Corpsman 
will cost the Government under $10,000 per year, which is 
vastly less than what is spent on a high-level consultant 
by other U.S. aid programs. 
Most important. Corpsmen will live with the plain people 
on the land, in the shop, or at the school. They will often 
share quarters with their opposite numbers, visit their 
families, and earn their friendship. Out of this will come 
other values. A deep hum an need is met when you lend a 
helping hand. Our culture denies this pleasure to most 
of its youth. Once ex ^verienced, it lights a fire in a person. 
I am (thinking of a youth, the son of an Army colonel, 
who went to Southeast Asia. He was building a badly 
needed bridge when a loose chain caught his leg and 
crushed the bone. His leg was amputated. While bt rested 
in a hospital, families from his district cooked delicacies 
and walked many miles to deliver them to his bedside. 
They collected a fund from their tiny earnings and offered 
to pay his medical bills. 
When he returned to the United States to convalesce, a 
half-dozen corporations offered him jobs. He was promised 
security, a brilliant career, all that ambition could desire. 
Last winter, that young man returned to Asia, proudly 
wearing an artificial leg, to work with those he loved. 
As I aelp move th* Peace Corps legislation forward in 
Congress, I often think of him and also of those four young 
teachers in Cambodia who got me started. With more of 
their kind serving humanity as well as their Hag, I know 
that the unfriendly image described in “The Ugly Ameri­ 
can” will be erased forever.

Finally, he org an acd two tu g-of-w ar teams and gave them 
a long rope, the middle of which he looped around his axle 
exactly as he had looped a string about a wooden auger 
when he built his hist Boy Scout fire without matches. 
The teams pulled the rope in turn, spinning the bit into 
tile earth He struck fresh w ater at 90 feet. The govern­ 
ment was so delighted that it made his method official.
